Presentation by Fred Hughes, Founder and President, Jazz Alive — Fred Hughes, Founder and President,
Jazz Alive gave a presentation to Council on his 501c3 organization that was founded in 2019. Dedicated
to the continuation and preservation of jazz, America’s indigenous art form, Jazz Alive was created to bring
jazz music to audiences and students who have little to no opportunity to hear and learn from the genre’s
great practitioners. Jazz Alive is committed to presenting concerts, school assemblies, master classes, and
school residencies in underserved communities that may be off jazz touring routes, lack jazz presenters or
have little funding for jazz events. Mr. Hughes noted he has started a series called Jazz Tales out of his
home studio where regional artists play and which to date has produced 25 episodes. With assistance from
the Maryland Arts Council and Talbot County Arts Council, Mr. Hughes has worked with Talbot County
Public Schools including the Easton High School jazz band and the Easton Middle School band to expose
their members to jazz music. In addition, Mr. Hughes has established the DelMarVa Youth Jazz Orchestra
which will begin in the fall of 2021 to offer professional style rehearsal and performance opportunities to
highly qualified high school musicians interested in jazz. Jazz Alive will be concluding their 2021 Summer
Concert Series on September 18, 2021 at the Waterfowl! Building located at 40 S. Washington Street,
Easton with a performance by Hendrik Meurkens, Paul Bollenback and Paul Langosch. More information
about Jazz Alive can be found at www.Jazz-Alive.org.

Work Session: Discussion of County Repurposing Center — Warren Edwards, Roads Superintendent; Joye
Nagle, Finance Director — The County Council held a work session with Warren Edwards, Roads
Superintendent and Joye Nagle, Finance Director to discuss the proposal for a Repurposing Center on St.
Michaels Road and the pilot project to date. Mr. Edwards briefed the Council on the recycling of various
materials by the Roads Department during the pilot study for the Repurposing Center and reviewed total
expenses (approximately $900,000) and revenues (approximately $182,000) through the end of June 2021.
The Council has established an Enterprise Fund for the Repurposing Center by the enactment of Bill No.
1472 and has established a FY22 budget of $750,000 for the Repurposing Center for equipment and
salaries. Based on the anticipated equipment needs at the facility, it is estimated the Repurposing Center
will need an additional $276,000. Ms. Nagle noted the analysis provided by Davis Bowen & Friedel, Inc.
anticipated spreading costs over a 20 year period; Ms. Nagle suggested a five year period would be more
appropriate. Miguel Salinas, Planning Officer, spoke to the permitting issues at the site and stated a scale
and office trailer cannot be installed on-site until the Planning Commission has approved the final site plan
and septic has been resolved (either by an on-site system or extension of sewer). The Repurposing Center
is currently operating under two active Temporary Use Certificates issued by the Planning & Zoning
Office: one for the concrete and asphalt compounding received from major public road and facility
construction projects which expires in February 2022; and one for the material recycling of logs, tree
debris, topsoil and fill dirt material which expires August 29, 2021 and can be renewed upon application
every 90 days. Mr. Salinas and Anne Morse, Director, Talbot County Environmental Health, stated that the
Planning Commission did not approve the extension of sewer to the site (Resolution No. 299) because it
was found to not be consistent with the County’s Comprehensive Plan. Ms. Morse suggested the Council
contract with a soil consultant to determine the suitability for an on-site sewage disposal system by going
through the wet season testing season. Ms. Morse noted that while a bermed infiltration pond (BIP) may
have been considered for the site, currently Ben Grumbles, Secretary, Maryland Department of the
Environment has issued a moratorium on BIPs in Somerset, Talbot and Dorchester counties due to
hydraulic concerns for the next fifteen months while a study is conducted. Council discussion ensued
regarding the pilot project. Council directed Mr. Edwards to work with Ms. Nagle and Mr. Stamp to
prepare a spreadsheet to determine the feasibility of the Repurposing Center project over a multi-year
period, taking into account estimated revenues, expenses, whether to lease or purchase equipment and when
the facility is estimated to break even. Council will then determine whether to move forward with the
project. Additionally, Council directed staff to obtain a quote from Davis, Bowen & Friedel for a soil
evaluation at the site.
